EAST GERMAN PROPAGANDA SLOGANS STILL STRESS "A PEACE TREATY THIS 
YEAR," ALTHOUGH IN THE SOVIET UNION ALL COMMENT HAS CONSPICUOUSLY 
AVOIBED MENTIONING THE YEAREND DEADLINE SINCE SOVIET FOREIGN 
MINISTER ANDREI A. GROMYKO BEGAN HIS DISCUSSIONS ON THE BERLIN CRISIS 
IN NEW YORK AND WASHINGTON, 

BUT GROMYKO MADE CLEAR IN LONDON TODAY THAT THE HEAT IS NOT 
OFF BY ANY MEANS. HE TOLD NEWSMEN THERE CAN BE NO NEGOTIATIONS 
ABOUT EAST BERLIN, BECAUSE RUSSIA REGARDS EAST BERLIN IRREVOCABLY 
PART OF THE EAST CERMAN STATE. 

BERLIN NEGOTIATIONS COULD CONCERN ONLY WEST BERLIN BECAUSE IT HAS 
"A DIFFERENT SOCIAL SYSTEM" FROM SURROUNDING EAST GERMANY, GROMYKO 
SAID. THIS WOULD REDUCE THE EAST-WEST NEGOTIATIONS ON BERLIN TO A 
DEFENSE BY THE WEST OF ITS EXISTING RIGHTS IN THE CITY. IT ALSO WOULD 
RULE OUT ALL PROSPECTS OF EAST-WEST AGREEMENT ON REMOVAL OF THE CON- 
CRETE CURTAIN ACROSS THE CITY. 

THE EAST GERMAN COMMUNISTS, CONTINUING THEIR GRADUAL NIBBLING-AWAY 
TACTICS AGAINST THE WESTERN POSITION IN BERLIN, BARRED ENTRY TO EAST 
BERLIN FOR WEST GERMANS DURING THE HOURS OF DARKNESS,
